Tlie denonstrat Ion project provides .".ontan.i St.ite Library with the machine, maintenance, 
teacher training and tr. lining m.Tnual-s. Tlie Kur;:weil Reading Mnchine will be lent to each 
federation hcadquirters library and possibly several .ic.idenlc libraries over tin- three- 
year period ol the licmons t rat Ion . Staff from Montana State LlbrarN- will Instruct locil 
library staffs In the use- of the machine. After the three-year demonstration period, the 
machine becomes the property of Montana State Library. 

LIBRARY LEGISLATION - Tlie A6th Legislative Session began J.inu.in,- 3. lf?70. 

A hearing on the State LIbr.irv budget was held January 18 before the Joint F.ducation 
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Sub- commit tee on Appropriations. William Conklin, Chairman, Montana Stat^Library Com- 
mission, presented a proposal to the Sub-committee for full funding fo:t-,the State Library 
budget from the state general fund. Mr. Conklin was supported by representatives of the 
Montana Library Association, Montana's ^-Jhite House Conference delegates, users and sup- 
porters of the Montana State Library, Division for the Blind and Physically Handicapped, 
and others. 

The Sub-committee has not reached a decision on its recommendations. It is not expected 
that the appropriations bill including the State Library budget will come to the full 
house for consideration until late in the Session. 

HB2A7 has been introduced to earmark one percent of Montana's coal severance tax to the 
Montana State Library Commission to provide basic library services through federations to 
all residents of the state. 

HB35 has been introduced to require the State Library to provide basic library service to 
all free public libraries. 

The difference between the two bills is that HB247 will provide basic library service to 
all residents of the state through Montana's six federation headquarters libraries. HB2A7 
also provides the funding necessary to accomplish this goal. HB35 provides no additional 
support but requires the State Library to provide basic library service to individual resi- 
dents. 

A grant proposal has been presented to the Coal Board which includes funds for Montana 
State Library and the six federation headquarters libraries to join the Washington Library 
Network (WLN) . The funds would come from the Coal Impact Fund and would not require 
legislative approval. HB247 would provide the funds for continuing membership in WLN. 

SB292 has been killed in committee. SB292 would have required local governments with self- 
governing powers to comply with the provisions of state law relating to free public li- 
braries . 

MLA HONORS AND AWARDS - The Awards and Honors Committee of Montana Library Association 
seeks nominations for the Trustee of the Year Award and the School Administrator of the 
Year Award.

LIVINGSTON PUBLIC LIBRARY - A A, 000 sq . ft., $209,128 addition to the Livingston Pub- 
lic Library is nearing completion by the contractor. The addition is in operation, al- 
though detail work is not completely finished. The Livingston Public Library began as 
a city library in 1903 with a grant from the Carnegie Foundation. The Library began 
serving all residents of Park County in 196A when the county commissioners contracted with 
the city to provide free public library service to county residents outside the city. 
In exchange, the county agreed to pay a portion of the Library's operating budget. The 
addition was financed equally by the city and county governments. 

Livingston Public Library currently houses a collection of 29,A00 volumes and serves a 
population of 11,197. 

BOZEMAN PUBLIC LIBRARY - Residents of Bozeman gave overwhelming support at the 1978 
General Election to a $1.A6 million bond issue for the construction of a new library 
building. An architect is due to be selected soon. 
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ULHS - The Montana Library Aisoclatlon L'nion List of Montana Serials (LLMS) ronmlttco 
is developing plans for a second edition. 

In the meantime, any libraries in the state having; microfiche readers who can use .1 free 
copy of LXMS, first edition, in microfiche are asked to contact ErlinR Oelz.

A library can 
become a Learners Exchange. A Learners Exchange requires a telephone, a card file and 
a person who can match learners with teachers. It is a telephone referral service match- 
ing persons with an interest in learning with potential teachers skilled in the relevant 
subject. It can be run for just a few hours a week serving a specific town or large area.

ACCESS AND VINTAGE SERIES OF VIDEOTAPES - The Access and Vintage series of video- 
tapes, produced by the Graduate School of Librarianship , University of Denver, are avail- 
able for loan from the Montana State Library.

1. Community Resource Files, 20 min. - The program defines the concept of the 
community resource file, discusses several different types and indicates 
how a library might build such a file. 

2. Determining the Library User's Need, 20 min. - The tape discusses approaches 
a library staff can take in order to determine a patron's exact need. 

3. Oral History, 20 min. - Gives an overview of what is involved in under- 
taking an oral history project, including estimates of the staff, equip- 
ment and time necessary. 

A. Preschool Story Programs, 20 min. - Presents some basic techniques for 
working with preschoolers, including selecting materials, presenting a 
story program and dealing with problems that might arise. 

5. Public Relations, 20 min. - Stresses that good public relations is a 
matter of filling unmet needs in the community. The tape shows how four 
libraries have done this and in so doing have built strong community 
support. 

6. Publicity, 20 min. - A look at different ways local radio and local news- 
papers can be used to publicize the library. 

7. Science Questions Sometimes are Issue Questions, 20 min. - Points out 
that what may appear to be a science question may really be a question 
about a current issue and to suggest possible approaches for answering 
such requests. 
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8. Services for the Blind and Physically Handicapped, 20 min. - Explores 
the range of services avnilablc to those people who are tenporarilv or 
permanently unable to read and how an individual library can help servo 
this group. 

9. Services to Elcraentary-age Children, 20 rain. - Shares Ideas from four 
libraries about noncoDpet i t ive, par t Iclpat lon-orlented programs for 
elenentary-age children. 

10. State Libraries: Materials, Mjnpov,-er, Monev. 20 mln. - Gives an over- 
view of what services a typical state llbran,- can offer to other li- 
braries In the state In terms of special collections and services, con- 
sultation and nonev In the form of grant*;. 

11. Vertical File, 20 mln. - Provides brlel Intor^atlon about the purposes 
and structure of vertical files, with cnph.isls on the tvpe ot naterlals 
to Include In the files, their purpose -md at.ce.s to them. 

12. Volunteers In the Library. 20 mln. - DUcusses five steps a 1 lbr,4rv can 
take to develop an orpanliu-d volunteer prof.rtim and touclie.s on solutions 
to possible probU-tt* that lould arl-r when u^Ing volunteers.

VINTACE SERIES 

1. What Is Old? Inpllcatlons for Library Service. 20 mln. - Sketches a pic- 
ture of old age, its special problems and capacities; discusses some of 
the misconceptions corap»nly held about old age; offers some general views 
on library services to an older population. 

2. Barrler-frce Access, 20 rain. - Describes the architectural barriers which 
nay deny or Impede library access to older patrons and demonstrates how 
to remove or overcome barriers. 

3. Employing Older Workers, 20 mln, - Demonstrates how seniors can be cm- 
ployed effectively to help the library fulfill Its goals, with discussion 
of special considerations, such as how the employee's earnings mav affect 
social security payments. 

A. Community Cooperation, 20 min. - Demonstrates how to initiate cooperation 



between libraries and other agencies serving senior citizens, how to 
help other agencies reach seniors, how to help publicize library ser- 
vices to seniors and how to create new programs through bringing to- 
gether conmiunity resources. 

5. Reaching Out: Service Beyond the Library, 20 min. - Demonstrates in 
detail how to provide services to senior patrons who cannot come 
into the library and discusses the human elements of trust and good 
will necessary for successful outreach services. 

PUBLIC LIBRARY PROGRAM GRANTS - The National Endowment for the Humanities has es- 
tablished a Public Library Program. This new office specializes in funding public humani- 
ties programs through libraries. In FY 1979 $2 million is available in grants for appropri- 
ate humanities programs by all types of libraries - public, community college, university, 
special and state library agencies and library associations. 

To be eligible for NEH grants, projects must focus on the humanities, or provide the per- 
spective of the humanities as an issue or topic. Each project must involve the use of the 
humanities resources unique to a library - its books, media, services and staff, with a 
view to continued and increased use of these library resources once the project is com- 
plete. 

There are four deadlines in FY 1979 - February 26, June 1, August 24 and November 19 - for 
grant applications. 

The Endotiraient has defined the humanities as including, but not limited to the study of the 
following fields: history, philosophy, languages, literature, linguistics, archeology, 
jurisprudence, ethics, comparative religion, the history and the criticism of the arts.

"The Montana Governor's Conference on Libraries and Information Services met in 
Helena on October 6-8. The Conference focused its attention on the probl*»ms of 
our state's libraries and proposed several solutions to those problems. Further, 
the Conference provided all of its 100 delegates with the opportunity to hear 
and express a diversity of opinions, ideas, and philosophies about libraries - 
a spectrum of ideas as broad as the state of Montana. 
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In those three brief days each delegate served on one of seven committees. 

The Conference explored many new and challenging ideas - ideas ranging from the 
need for better funding to satellite use for telecommunication. But we were con- 
tinually urged to remember the needs for books themselves, beyond the call for 
the new technology - books which speak to our individualism, our distinctness as 
human beings. Guest speakers reminded us that when we are reading a book we are 
alone with ourselves, confronting our unique needs, our own consciousness, our 
own inner selves. We heard that when we exercise our individualism while read- 
ing a book we are not only enriched, but we enter en integration process which 
nourishes the mind. Reading was described as a journey which calls the individ- 
ual into question and makes one live more fully because of that questioning. 

The Conference raised many problems and proposed many solutions, but all in all 
it was truly a meeting of minds - minds from all over the state trying to fur- 
ther the library and its many facets. I for one came away with a greater under- 
standing of my needs as a library user and how to go about improving what ser- 
vices we do have. Further, I gained a greater respect for the people of Montana, 
a greater understanding of their diversity of background and diversity of needs. 
I look forward to representing Montana as a delegate to the White House Confer- 
ence on Libraries and Information Services in October of 1979."
